My compliments on your survey of 
Arthur Vandenberg, “Nature's Senator,’ 
in the issue of Feb. 6, Messrs. Alsop and 
Kintner have done a workmanlike job of 
high-spotting the Vandenberg character 
and career, 

For nearly 20 years T was closely asso- 
ciated with Senator Vandenberg as edi- 
torial writer and assistant editor of the 
Grand Rapids Herald. His flare for un- 
usual and expressive words and phrases 
harks back, I believe, to his boyhood 
effort to become a newspaperman and 
statesman, Lacking a complete college 
education, he studied the dictionary and, 
in reading, turned to that source every 
time he found a word the meaning of 
which was not clear. Thus, what are 
commonly considered obsolete words 
were included in his voeabulary. 

A point which I think Alsop and Kint- 
ner overlook is the tolerance which Vai 
denberg grants to the other fellow’s opi 
fon. As an example, during the later 
years of Wilson's administration he and 
T argued morning after morning over the 
League of Nations covenant. I, at t 
y to accept the covenai 
fas written, Vandenberg never 
tienes when I protested daily 
editorials he was writing: but on the day 
when he finally convinced me of the wis 
dom of his polley, he wrote with a pencil 
on the plastered pillar of the Herald edi- 
rial offices the date and the notation, 
‘aunders concedes he was wrong on 
League Covenant," However, more than 
‘once Editor Vandenberg walked out of 
my office with an editorial which he had 
written, to make changes the wisdom of 
which I had convinced him.

THE COMMANDER IN CHIEF GOES TO WATCH HIS FLEET 


ff the coast of the Americas, spread out from 
Norfolk to Brazil, 134 ships, 600 airplanes and 
officers and men of the U.S. Fleet are this 
week practicing in deadly earnest, in the biggest ma- 
neuvers in Navy history, the countering of a com- 
bined German-Italian invasion aimed at seizing a 
base in the West Indies for an attack on the United 
State: 

Fleet Problem XX, as the maneuvers are diplo- 
matically called, was planned three years ago. But 
the point of its timely demonstration of American 
might was not lost on either side of the Atlantic. 
Added point was given by the presence in person of 
the man who is not only America’s No. 1 diplomat 
spokesman but also Commander-in-Chief of the 
U.S. Navy. At Key West on Feb. 18 Franklin 
Roosevelt, zestful amateur of naval strategy, em- 
barked for a two-week cruise of observation aboard 
the cruiser Houston. 

‘The scene and details of these war games are 
veiled in strictest secrecy. Best clue to the location 


of the climactic battle was a report that Command= 
er-in-Chief Roosevelt. would be some 1,200 miles 
at sea when it began, Part of the time, standing 
with windswept hair and flowing cape as in the ro- 
mantic 1938 photograph above, he would wateh 
from the deck of the Houston, But the human eye 
is not of much use in observing a sham naval battle 
spread over miles of misty ocean. Most of the time 
the President would spend in the /Jouston’s Admir- 
al’s Cabin before charts showing positions of both 
the attacking “White” and the defending “Black” 
fleets. At his side to collate and interpret technical 
data on “hits” scored and ships “sunk” as minute- 
by-minute messages crackled in by radio, was to be 
the professional head of the Navy, Admiral Wil- 
liam D. Leahy, Chief of Naval Operations.

The Line of Battle 


fhen the fleet's scouting planes and ships send 

word of the enemy's approach, its commander 
begins to assemble it for battle. As show the 
drawing on opposite page, scattered lighter craft 
first line up on ei ide of the battleships in ap- 
proach format craft carriers, whose broad 
decks are highly vulnerable, run to hiding well off 
from the scene of battle. Next, by speeding up one 
flank and slowing the other, the fleet changes its 
bearing to form a diagonal line with its front at 
right angles to the course of approaching enemy. If 
the enemy chooses to fight, he will draw his ships 
up into a parallel line. Each foe's battleships then 
swing into single file, broadside to each othe me 
14 miles apart. vers still screen them on 
cither side. Pictured in model on this page, this is 
called the “line of battle.” As the battle is joined, 
planes and smaller ships, attempting to bomb and 
torpedo the battleships, scurry about fighting off 
cach other. ‘The battleships, steaming at full speed, 
unleash their monstrous guns and attempt to 
ter each other to destruction. Because of power 
and accuracy of fire, a major modern naval bat- 
tle would probably be decided within half an hour.

“Next War.” The great game of calling the next war

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WINTER RABBIT SLAUGHTER 
LURES WESTERN SPORTSMEN 


ast week’s bleak midwinter days saw the prairies of 
Utah and Colorado dotted with hunters joining 
the annual rabbit drives beloved by Western sports 
men. Unlike Easterners, who content themselves 
with two rabbits in a day’s chase, bunny-hunters of 
the plains consider a daily hundred a temperate kill. 
‘Their sport has the full blessing of farmers, most 
of whom would like rabbits exterminated entirely. 
Hungry and herbivorous, 35 Western jack rabbits 
consume as much vegetation per day as a cow. 

At right you sce huntsmen nearing end of drive 
outside of Ogden, Utah, on Jan, 29, Their technique 
was to form a huge circle, then converge until thou- 
sands of rabbits were trapped in dead center. When 
ground lay heaped with dead, the hunters moved on 
to new territory. Fear of tularemia (“rabbit fever”) 
deterred the huntsmen from taking home their kill. 

In Sterling, Colo., less affluent sportsmen con- 
ducted a drive with clubs instead of guns (below, 
right), ‘They too employed the converging circle 
technique.

From deep water in the Pacific to deep water in the Atlantic, the Canal is 50 miles 
long. Due to a curve in the Isthmus, the Pacific entrance is further east than 
the Atlantic entrance. A ship coming from the Pacific enters first the Miraflores 
Locks, shown below. These and the Pedro Miguel Locks raise the ship 85 ft. to 
the level of Gatun Lake, which covers the center of the Isthmus. At the Atlantic 
end of the Canal the ship is lowered to the Gatun Locks. 

The width of all locks is 110 ft., a factor which limits the size of ships in the 
U.S. Fleet. On Feb. 16 the Bremen, biggest ship ever to use the Canal, squeezed 
through the locks with exactly 8 in. to spare.—ED.
